Seven of the
days it was 95° and above, viz : Sth, 12th and
19th 95°, 11th,96° 9th, 97°, the 10th urd 20:h
98°, the resc of the days 90° to 95° The wean
of the wooth was higher thao azy July siooe
1870, exeept July 1872, which wasa fraction
of a degree warmer, to wit : July 1871, 76°.52;
1872, 81°.52; 1873, 79°.21; 1874, 77°.44; 1875,
78°.16; 1876 51°.22 The past mooth Was
dry up to the 29th, having ooly 1,40 inches of
raio. Bn the 29:h and 30:h we bad 3,20 inches,
makivg 3 total of 4.60 ioches for tbe whole
month.
